USA UNDERGOES UFO AVALANCHE I 


Beginning in late April the United States has literally been besieged 
with sightings of unidentified flying objects. Even in August, as this is being 
written, the "flap" shows no signs of letting up. Sighting reports keep pouring 
in from all over the nation. However, a very large percentage of reports are 
coming from the Western U.S., the Ohio Valley, and the Pennsylvania-New Jersey 
region. 

From its nationwide press clipping service AMUFO has received hundreds 
of newspaper clippings dealing with UFO sightings. This enables us to confirm 
the major sightings and report directly to members. 

The flap started, as most know, when Socorro, N.M., policeman Lonnie 
Zamora (note incorrect spelling in above clipping) spotted an egg-shaped metallic 
object about a mile north of the town. Two girder-like legs were visible on the 
side of the object Zamora faced (continued on page 3), 
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EDITORIAL: 

Enigma At Its Height 

As we write these lines, one of the 
larg est sighting wave* of unidentified-- 
flying objects is underway. The wave 
started in April of this year in New 
Mexico , and thereafter spread through¬ 
out the continental United States, with 
sightings being made virtually every day. 
The news items from the nation's press in 
this issue will give you an idea of the 
extent of this wave. It is significant to 
note that many of the sightings in this 
wave are of unusually high quality, with 
clear stories, reliable witnesses, and 
(for onoe) almost adequate press coverage. 
It has been thusfar a great year for UFO 
investigators. 

But what, if any, is the special sig¬ 
nificance of this large wave of sightings? 
Has it increased the possibility of con¬ 
gressional hearings on the subject? Has it 
invoked largely increased public interest 
in the subject? Has it in any way added 
to our knowledge of what these objects ar#F 
It will be some time before we can really 
answer any of these questions. Keep in 
mind that this nave is, as far as we can 
tell, still very much underway. What it 
will produce we don't know as yet, but we 
do hope that it will at least bring to the 
attention of the press (and through them 
the public) the fact that the UFO problem 


has far from disappeared. Call then 
saucers, UFOs, bogeys, or whatever you like, 
this new wave (if nothing else) proves one 

clear message: THEY'RE STILL FLYIWO.

with a burst of flams took off. Two days later the incident Bade newspaper 
headlines all over the world. Shortly after the Zaaora sighting, sore landing 
reports came in from all over the state of New Mexico and other parts of the 
west. It is needless to elucidate all of then here, sines aany aeabers will 
have already read of thea. However, full coverage to all '64 sightings will 
be given in AMUFO'e forthcoming full-length book (see page for details). 

Beported here are all UFO sightings AMUFO has received during the 
psrlod of June 1st onward. 

June 2 i Sunnyvale, Calif.: A married couple sighted a brightly lighted 
UFO about 10:.JO p.a. It was only 150 feet in the air and had a brightly illumi¬ 
nated rectangular section on the underside. Saall "fluttering" projections 
around the rim of the rectangle seemed to be lighted from the inside. Shortly 
thereafter a second UFO appeared and both moved out of sight over the horison. 

June 4 i Coshocton, Ohio; Numerous persons sighted a cone-shaped 
object about 10 p.m. and again early the next morning. 

June 5 i Parma, Ohio: A group of college students, in the early hours 
of the morning, sighted a strange, fast moving light accompanied by an unusual 
noise. They said the light seemed to explode several times and then reappear. 

Ely, Nevada: Several persons observed a luminous balloon¬ 
shaped object estimated to be about 100 feet in diameter and 30 feet high. 

June 8 : Builngton, Wyoming: A county sheriff and several other 
reliable witnesses observed an unidentified light moving on the ground in an 
inacessable area. When the aheiiff shone a spotlight on the object, it reportedly 
beamed back a bright light into the patrol car. 

Lawrenceville, Illinois: Mrs. Helen Beed spotted a spinning 
UFO 10-15 feet above the ground in her yard at about 9:30 p.m. Only 50 feet 
away at its closest point, it had a dome which emitted blue, then red light. 

June 9 : Hamilton, Ohio: A 12-year old boy reported seeing an unidentified 
light in the sky for about H hour starting at 9 p.m. 

June 11 : Elmore, Ohio: Police chief Richard Crawford? armed with search 
light and radio, gave chase to a UFO suspended over Elmore about 2000 feet up. 

The UFO had three pinkish lights, which pulsated for 20 minute intervals. 

June 13 ; Pembervllla, Ohio: Mrs. Karen Fable reported to the Akron 
UFO Besearch Committee that she saw a brightly lighted object descend and apparently 
land about 200 yards away at 9 p.a. The lights dimmed and brightened, changing 
to a dark red as the UFO descended. They were arranged in a row on the periaAter 
of the object. After 5 minutes, the UFO moved away slowly, disappearing behind 
trees and buildings. 

Tiffin, Ohio: A boy and his parents observed pink-lighted: 

UFOs about 8:30 p.m....no other details given. 

June I4 t Dale, Indiana: About 9 p.m. Charkes Englebrecht was watching 
TV in his living room. Suddenly the TV set and lights in an adjoining room 
went out and he noticed almost at once a luminous objeot outside the window. 

He ran to the door to investigate, and saw a glowing objeot about the sime of a 
basketball land about 50 feet away. As he tried to move closer, he felt some¬ 
thing like a mild electric shock and was unable to move forward. After about 2 
minutes the UFO took off, emitting a whlnging sound. Holes, scorch marks and staias 
were among the physical evidence left.

June 15 ; Lynn, Mass; Two persons observed a dome-shaped UFO with a 
revolving red light on the underside at close range. 

June 23 ; Conyngham, Penn: Shortly after midnight a married couple 
observed a "ball of fire with a white bag on one end." 

June 24 ; Kalispell, Mont.: A married couple, when their television 
went crazy, observed three cigar-shaped UFOs with rows of lights like portholes 
at 11:15 p.m. North Bend, 0 

North Bend, Oregon: Several boys observed a UFO described as a 
flat disk and rotating over the North Bend airport. 

Boise, Idaho: A glowing light was seen in the sky over Table 
Rock, north of Boise. 

June 25 : Ely, Nevada: Several ranchers made a close range observation 
of a UFO only four feet off the ground. One of them tried to grab it, but the 
UFO bounced away. It was about 6 feet high and its sides were transparent. It 
had a pole which was "shiny, like a silver dollar." There was a red sign, which 
the ranchers were unable to make out, near the top of one of the sides. The 
ranchers attempted to capture the UFO, but they soon grew leary of the object 
and returned to their pickup truck, 

June 29 : near Lavonia, Ga.: Beauford Parham was traveling in his oar 
phen a circular object came over hie car and stopped. Parham said the object 
was about the else of his car's top and was about 6 feet in heighth. "It resembled 
a giant top," he said. The object, which made two passes at his oar, seemed 
attracted by his headlights. After pausing in front of the headlights, it 
swooshed over the top of the car, leaving behind and odor somewhat like embalming 
fluid. His arm was burned and there were marks on the car's top. FAA officials 
checked the car and found evidence that the oar's surfaces had come in contact 
with radioactivity. Later on the paint on his car began to blister. 

July 6 ; Benton, Mich.: Two youths spotted a bright light moving "at a 
pretty goof clip" over the skies of Benton. 

Oakridge, Oregon: Several pereone obeerved UFOs with trailing 
halos of light. The UFOs coukd not be tenatively identified. 

July 7 : Spartansburg, Penna.t 3 teen-aged girls obeerved a bright light 
which appeared to land. 

July 12, Cleveland, 0.: An unidentified projectile, but not a meteorite, 
crashed thru a Cleveland home and is now being studied in Boston. 

July 13 : Blackfoot, Idaho: Dozens of persons observed a UFO, described 
as a glowing white ball, cavort over the city for several nights beginning on 
this date. 

July 14 ; Spartansburg, Penn.: A skywatching team of 5 watched a UFO 
perform for 15 minutes near this city. 

July 16 : near Houghton Lake, Mich.: A 23-year old flight instructor 
reported that a UFO formation followed his airplane for 5 minutes. 6 or 7 
bright lights appeared in front and hie behind his plane. 

First 2 weeks of July ; NE Georgia: Centering around Gainesville, Ga., 
were dosens of reports of strange sky phenomena, too leq$hy to details here. 

One report stated that a UFO left a similar odor (like embalming fluid) after 
the Parham incident. 

July 17 : Fostoria, Ohio: A married couple in this oity reported seeing 
2 flying saucers only 100 feet in altitude, traveling from SE to NW. 

Southeast Michigan: Dozens of persons reported seeing a UFO 
which apparently changed colors and at times gave off a whirring sound. 

July 18 ; Bay City, Michigan: A woman resident of Bay City reported 
spotting a pearl-shaped UFO which was orange in color. Her husband also saw the UFO. 

Lansing, Michigan: A shiny, white spinning UFO was seen over 
Lansing late Saturday night and again early on July 19th. 

July 20 . Ionia, Michigan: Two firemen and their wives reported that on 
July 17th they observed a greenish light in the sky moving at a high rate of 
speed. The report was confirmed by a similar incident at Grand Rapids, Mioh. 

July 19 : Seattle, Washington: A brilliant fireball lighted up Seattle 
and seemed to have explode. It was blue in color and was seen as far away as 
Spokane. _l_

July 19 ; Ann Arbor Michigan: Mrs. B.A. Uhlendorf aaw "an irregular 
roundish object" moving from east to west as sh was sitting on her 
front porch in Ann Arbor. 

July 21 : Bounty Land, S.C.: After several reports of UFOs in the 
general area of this town, a ring about 16 feet in diaaiter was 
found outside the home of Mr. & Mrs. Paul Lee. The grass was not 
burned but rather covered with an oily substance which »se does 
not readily rub off. l'he coating dried somewhat and parts of it 
turned into white powder. The ring, which is about 1 foot wide, 
is almost perfectly circular except for four indentations evenly 
spaced about the circumference. Two horisontal lines of the same 
coating were found in the center of the ring. 

July 22 : Huron, S.D.: Several Huron residents reported seeing 
mysterious moving illuminated objects in the skies north of Huron. 

When first spotted at 10 p.m., they were moving in a northeasterly 
direction. 

Anacortes, Wash.: Two local observers saw a bright fiery 
object momentarily in the northwest sky. 

July a1-23 i Madras, Oregon: Many residents of the Madras area reported seeing UFOs. 

They were of different shapes and colors, ranging from (umbrella-shaped" to "clam¬ 
shaped." In virtually all cases the objects were moving at a high rate of speed 
and were soundles. 

July 22 : Tacoma, Wash.: A mysterious bright object appeared in the sky toward 
evening luring nearly 1800 fish lovers to Point Defiance's Ownes Beach. It re¬ 
appeared the next day, and interceptors from McChord Air Force Base were dispatched 
to make identification. 

July 22 : Missoula, Mont.: For a week and a half a college professor and his wife 
had been seeing a high-flying UFO. Phil Hess, astaff member of the Mlssoulan 
Sentinel , finally attempted to photograph the object. However, his photos, which 
were time exposures, only show a streak of light in the sky. 

July 25-26 . Hamilton, Mont.: Police officers spotted an object with green and red 
lights. The reported that the object hovered for some time. Another report 
Stated t-hat-m-.-aum-Observed a shiny objec t that emi tted a beeping sound. 

July 25 : Salisbury, N.C.: 

While two residents of this 
town reported seeing a strange 
blue light, another two report¬ 
ed seeing a white ring with a 
blue light spinning only 4-5 
feet off the ground la their 
yard. 

July 27 : Defiance, Ohio: 

An 11-year old boy and his 
parents sighted a UFO over 
their home. It appeared "like 
the point of a pin," only with 
a streamer. Shortly thereafter 
four Defianoe residents sa w a 
ball-shaped object with a pale 
blue center. 

Last week of July : Boseburg, 
Oregon: Several residents have 
reported seeing a group of UFOs 
flying in orbits, with red , 
green and white lights.
